America’s Age of Gold Will 


Pass, Senator Asserts as 
Commencement Speaker. 


DIPLOMAS AND PRIZES 
ARE AWARDED TO 321 


Chilean Medal Bestowed by 
Ambassador on C. F. Knox, 
Jr.; 2,000 at Exercises. 


Belief that the “‘great heart of Amer- 
ica is tolerant” and that this country 
will survive “her age of gold” was ex- 

ressed by Senator David I. Walsh, of 

assachusetts, yesterday afternoon in 
addressing the 321 members of the 
graduating classes of Georgetown Uni- 
versity, whose faculty he has joined, 
at its 128th annual commencement ex- 
ercises. 

Dr. Miguel Cruchaga, Chilean Am- 
bassador to the United States, in pre- 
senting three medals to Georgetown 
students at the commencement, which 
he founded to help foster relations be- 
tween the United States and Chile, 
made a plea for better understanding 
between nations. 

The ambassador presented a gold 
medal to Charles F. Knox, jr., of New 
Jersey, for the best thesis written on 
“Chilean-American Relations,” and sil- 
ver medais to Joseph J. Tavern, of 
Michigan, and Paul H. Coughlin, of 
Massachusetts, for the next best papers. 
They are students of the School of 
Foreign Service, the winners in the 
contest being announced yesterday for 
the first time. 


Urge Principles of Founders. 


Senator Walsh declared that so long 
as the people of this country adhere to 
the principles of the founders, America 
will survive her great possessions and 
power. The spirit of America can be 
found in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, he said. ‘There we find no dol- 
lar sign, no boast of commercial great- 
ness.”’ 

The American idea of freedom, he 
declared, is represented by “free speech, 
a free press. a free pulpit and free 
. suffrage.” 


“Never let yourself be convinced that 
this, your age is purely materialistic,” 
Senator Walsh assured the graduates. 
“The intellectual and spiritual ad- 
vancement you will witness in the next 
50 years are incomprehensible. The 
spirit of philanthropy we have wit- 
nhessed grow to great proportions in our 
own day, will be unbounded and un- 
measured. 

“Birth and other limitations that were 
formerly a barrier to advancement and 
that are today less of a handicap in the 
race of life than ever before, will con- 
tinue to steadily vanish. 

*‘Men will become more tolerant. Not- 
“withstanding occasional flashes of in- 
tolerance, the great heart of America 
is tolerant. Peace, not war; love, not 
hate, will continue to penetrate 
through the mists of misunderstand- 
ings, jealousieés and rivalries of races 
and nations. 


Association Half Century Old. 


Ambassador Cruchaga declared that 
the Association of Georgetown Univer- 
sity with Chile goes back to the early 

_. §0’s. “when one of our outstanding 
etatesmen, Isidore Errazuriz, minister 
of foreign affairs, and the Rev.:Joaquin 
Larrain y Gandarillas, were awarded de- 
grees at this college, thus maintaining 
-a relationship in the service of God 
and country, which still survives the 
accidents of time.” 

The ambassador extended an invi- 
tation to Georgetown to be represented 
at an inter-American university con- 

‘‘gress, which his government is to call 
soon to meet in Washington. “It will 
be at this congress,” he said, “that the 

“work performed by the School of 
Foreign Service of Georgetown, in the 
training of men who are to serve as 
builders of close ties between peoples 
in the field of diplomacy, trade and 
mutual acquaintanceship, will emerge 
as the most valuable from an interna- 
tional viewpoint.” 

Two members of the staffs of foreign 

- governments, students of the School of 
Foreign Service, were the recipients of 
scholastic awards at the commence- 
ment. They are Senor Benjamin Co- 
hen, Secretary of the Chilean Embassy, 
and Senor Castro-Leal, Counselor of the 
Mexican Embassy.

“You will never have a client who 
has the right to demand of you any 
act inconsistent with your duty as a 
citizen,” he said. “Never ask for in- 
terpretation of a law béyond what you 
conceive to be in harmony with the 
laws of your country,” he further coun- 
seled. “The opinion of the community 


is reflected in the findings of the judge 


and jury, and it is the lawyer's duty 
to mold and direct this opinion to- 


ward the objective of all law—the gov- |. 


erning of human conduct with liberty 
and, justice.” 


Deplores Police Power Cut. 


Diverging at one time from his theme, 
Mr. Cooper declared himself opposéd to 
further surrender of police power on 
the part of the States. 

Mr. Cooper was introduced by Jus- 
tice F. L. Siddons, of the District 8u- 
preme Court, a member of the law 
faculty of. the university. Charles F.

Overpopulation Chief Peril, 
Dr. T. J. Wertenbaker 
Tels Graduates. 


FINAL EXERCISES TODAY 


Charlattesville, Va.. June 13.—A plea 
for a “careful and scientific study of 
the causes of war,’ was made to 
graduates of the University of Virginia 
today by Dr. Thomas Jefferson Werten- 
baker, °02, professor of history at 
Princeton, who spoke at the alumni 
luncheon when he welcomed the class 
of 1927,into the alumni folds. 

Announcement of the gift of $156,000 
by the General Education Board to the 
department of medicine for develop- 
ment of teaching in surgery, internal 
medicine, and public health and hy- 
giene, was first made at this luncheon. 

This $156,000 comes as a supplement 
to two gifts of the General Education 
Board making $800,000 toward a total 
of $1,400,000 for the construction of 
néw buildings for the medical school. 
The gift will be available over a 
six-year period. 

Alumni this morning attended the 
annual business meeting and unveiling 
of the portrait of the late Raleigh C. 
Minor, professor of law, by Prince Trou- 
betzkoy, which is a gift to the uni- 
versity from the law class of 1902. 

This afternoon there was a reception 
by President and Mrs. Alderman. The 
alumni ball in the gymnasium closed 
the festivities of the day. 

Graduation exercises will take place 
tomorrow afternoon in the McIntire 
amphitheatre, The academic procession 
of graduates and faculty will form at 
the Rotunda and march down the lawn. 
After degrees have been conferred the 
address to the graduates will be made 
by Junius P. Fishburn, of Roanoke, 
editor and president of the Virginia 
State Chamber of Commerce. 

“As we look back over the century 
and a half of our national existence, we 
realize that our history has been mark- 
ed by an unceasing battle for the 
preservation of our democracy,” Prof. 
Wertenbaker told the alumni and grad- 
uates. 

“If we read aright the future new 
perils face our democracy, new battles 
will be necessary to safeguard it. 

“Overpopulation has been one of the 
most fruitful causes of war. For three 
centuries America was the safety valve 
of Europe. Now that we have been com- 
pelled, in self-defense, to stem this 
movement, Europe must seek a new s0- 
lution for one of her most vital prob- 
lems. 

“‘We ask ourselves what is our role in 
this world of conflicting interests. We 
can no more eliminate war by reiterat- 
ing our unwillingness to fight than we 
can prevent disease by carrying a rab- 
bit’s foot. You can do no greater serv- 
ice to our country and the world than 
by brushing aside the shallow argu- 
ments of pacifists, and by making a 
careful and _ scientific study of the 
causes of war.”

Stephens Mortally Wounded 


When Pistol Goes Off in 
Camp Meade Room. 


Mortally wounded when a bullet 
penetrated his right forehead, Lieut.

Tells Soil Congress. 


G00 DELEGATES HERE 
FROM ALL OVER WORLD 


Interesting Exhibition Accom- 
panies Session and Cap- 
ital Sees Museum. 


Science is not confined within any 
Mational boundaries, but is at the serv- 
fice of the world for the_lightening of 
human labor and the enrichment of 
human life, President Coolidge de- 
clared at the opening session of the 
First International Congress of Soil 
Bcience yesterday afternoon at the 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
Building. 

“The fundamental importance of the 
soil as a national and international 
asset becomes at once apparent when 
we reflect upon the extent to which all 
mankind is dependent upon it, directly 
or indirectly, for food, clothing and 
shelter,” the President said. “With 
practically all our fertile lands under 
cultivation, further increase in total 
production must come from increased 
acre yields rather than increased acre- 
age.” e 

Greetings From Dr. Lipman. 

Following a response to the Presi- 
dent's address by Dr. J. G. Lipman, 
president, of the International Society 
of Soil Science, delegates from the con- 
tinents represented in the congress, 
spoke their greetings. 

The congress, which numbers some 
of the foremost scienticts of the world 
among the nearly 500 delegates attend- 
ing, has been called to foster world- 
wide cooperation in soil research that 
the productivity of the earth may be 
preserved and increased. It will be in 
session here until June 22, when it will 
begin a 60-day tour of the United 
States and Canada. 

Approximately 150 of the delegates 
are from foreign countries, sent by their 
governments for the most part at the 
invitation of the State Department. 
Others are delegates from scientific so- 
cieties. 

The Russian delegation, headed by 
Dr K. D. Glinka, was invited by the 
American branch of the international 
society because of the lack of diplo- 
matic relations between the United 
States and Russia. They were ap- 
pointed by the Russian Academy of 
Scientists, but the Soviet government 
ig financing their trip. The delegation 
is probably the nearest to an official 
body from Russia to come to this coun- 
uy since the establishment of the So- 
viet. 

A feature of the congress is a soil 
exhibit which includes soil samples 
from all over the United States and 
Europe. A part of this exhibit of espe- 
clal interest is one prepared by the 
Bureau of Soils of the Department of 
Agriculture This shows sections of 
the soil for a distance of 10 feet down, 
showing the different layers, from the 
loose top soil to the crumbling rock at 
the bottom. 

Samples From Native Soils. 


The foreign delegates have brought 
samples of their native soils, which will 
be on exhibition and will be presented 
to the American organization. Because 
of its great agricultural areas, Russia 
has been studying the soil for many 
years, and the Russian delegation has 
brought samples of practically every 
soil in European and Asiatic Russia. 

It is hoped that the samples will be 
used as a nucleus for the establishment 
in Washington of a world museum of 
soils, according to Dr. Lipman. Other 
exhibits show methods of preventing 
erosion and of taking nitrates from 
the air. 

The scientific sessions will begin: at 
9:30 o’clock this morning.

President Tells Scientists 
Farm Policy of Nation 


Government Spends $10,000,000 a Year in Soil. and Other | 
Research, President Says—CoHeges Aided—Achieve- 
ment in Other Lands Fully Appreciated. 


President Coolidge’s speech before the 
First International Congress of Soil 
Science follows: 


Members of the Congress: 

The fundamental importance of tne 
soll as a national and international 
asset becomies at once apparent when 
we reflect upon the extent to which 
all mankind is dependent upon it, di- 
rectly or indirectly, for food, clothing 
and shelter. Long after our mines 
have ceased to give up their treasures 
the soil must continue to produce the 
food necessary. for feeding the increas- 
ing populations of the world. 

It is highly appropriate, therefore, 
that representatives of many of the 
nations of the earth should assemble 
in groups such as this for the purpose 
of discussing methods to be employed 
in the study of the problems of soil 
conservation and land utilization: 
Moreover, the interchange of ideas and 
the personal associations made possible 
by such international gatherings as this 
can not but be productive of a better 
understanding among different. peoples 
ar’ ultimately lead to a more univer- 
sal desire for peace among all nations. 

Being a young nation, the United 
States has not, as yet, been forced to 
conserve its great natural resources as 
have some of the older countries where 
pressure of population on food supply 
has necessitated the consideration of 
means for conserving the fertility of 
the soil and at the same time increas- 
ing the yield per acre. In the past, 
with our abundance of fertile acres, 
we have been able greatly to augment 
our total production through ‘ncreased 
acreage and the use of improved ma- 
chinery. With practically all our fer- 
tile land now: der cultivation, except 
for irrigation and reclamation, further 
increases in total production must come 
from increased acre vields instead of 
from increased acreage. 


Policy of U. S. Stated. 


Recognizing the fundamental impor- 
tance of agriculture to the welfare and 
happiness. of all citizens, the United 


States Government long ago adopted, 


th- policy of Federal aid and support 
for agricultural education and research. 

The first step in this direction was 
the appropriation of $1,000 by Congress 
in 18389 for the “collection of agricul- 
tural statistics, investigations for pro- 
moting agriculture and rural economy, 
and the procurement of cuttings and 
seeds for gratuitous distribution among 
farmers.” These appropriations were 
expended under the direction of the 
Patent Office. The idea originated 
with Hon, Henry L. Ellsworth, who was 
Commissioner of Patents. The work 
continued to be carried on in the 
Patent Office with rapidly increasing 
appropriations until 1862, when a 
Bureau of Agriculture was. established. 
In 1889 this became the Department of 
Agriculture, under the supervision of 
a Secretary of Agriculture, appointed 
by the President by and with the 
consent of the Senate. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture thus became one 
of the executive departnrents of the 
Federal Government and the Secretary 
of Agriculture a member of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet. 

From its humble beginning the work 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture has steadily grown to large 
proportions. The annual report of the 
Secretary of Agriculture for 1926 shows 
& personnel of 20,742 employes, with 
a total of $157,485,000 expended under 
the supervision of the department. 
The direct expenditures made by the 
Federal department amounted to $44,- 
500,000, of ‘which $10,300,000 was avail- 
able for research. . 


Land Grant Colleges Established. 


On the second day of July next we 
shall celebrate the sixty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the passage of an act by the 
Congress of the United States whereby 
certain public lands were donated to 
the States for the establishment and 
the support of colleges Boe ok agriculture 

co only called, 
from their origin, land-grant colleges. 
As a result of this act and subsequent 
appropriations, we now have publicly 
supported colleges of this character in 
every State and Territory of our Re- 
public. In many States the college is 
a separate institution, but in others 
the instruction in agriculture is given 
in a college of agriculture organized 
within a great State university. 

Following the establishment of these

institutions for instruction in agri- 
culture, it soon became apparent that 
fundamental research and investiga- 
tion were required if real progress were 
to be made. In many of the colleges 
research departments were organized 


and experimental work inaugurated to 
supplement the teaching work and to 
supply information to the farmers. 
The facilities at tht command of these 
agricultural colleges were not suffi- 
cient, however, to meet the demands 
made upon them and the need for 
additional support for.research became 
more and more evident as the num- 
ber of students seeking agricultural 
instruction increased. 

Realization of this need having been 
brought to the attention of members 
of the Congress, a bill was introduced 
and passed in 1887, just a quarter of 
a century after the bill establishing 
the agricultural colleges, providing 
Federal aid and support for State agri- 
cultural experiment stations. This bill, 
the Hatch act, supplemented by the 
Adams act of 1906 and by the Pur- 
nell act of 1925, insures to every State 
and Territory a perpétual income for 
the support of agricultural investiga- 
tions. This in many States is gen- 
erously augmented by appropriations 
from the State treasuries. The per- 
sonnél of the State experiment sta- 
tions, together with the research staff 
of the Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture, constitutes the largest organized 
body of research. workers .in.« agricul- 
ture in the world. 

This does not mean that we of the 
United States can not learn much from 
the scientists of other lands. A large 
proportion of the scientific work done 
in this country has consisted. in the 
application of. discoveries. in pure sci- 
ence that have been made elsewhere 


The scientists of Europe in: particu’ oc 


have an enviable record ‘of funda- 
mental research. American ‘scientists 
are glad to be able to use the results of 
this work. They are glad, too, to take: 
to heart the lessons of patience, of in- 
tensive scholarship, and of: singleness 
of aim characteristic of this field of 
endeavor. 

Research in pure -science is particu- 
larly significant in the study of soils. 
Fundamental investigations in. physics, 
chemistry and biology are essential. 

While the Federal act establishing the 
State experiment stations covered the 
entire agricultural field, it specifically 
provided that, so far as practicable, all 
such stations should devote a portion 
of their work to the examination and 
classification ‘of the soils of their ‘re- 
spective States and Territories with a 
view to securing more extended knowl- 
edge and better development. of their 
agricultural capabilities. By the Fed- 
eral act of 1902 the soils work of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, which had previously operated. as 
@ division, was recognized and organ- 
ized into a separate Bureau of Soils. 
A further reorganization is now being 
effected by which the research work of 
the Bureau of Chemistry is being com- 
bined with that of the Bureau of Soils 
into one large unit to be known as the 
Bureau of Chemistry and Soils. 


Accomplishments of Scientists. 


~The scientists of the Department of 
Agriculture have not only identified in- 
dividual soils and classified: ahd map- 
ped them, but have carried on research 
in the economical of low-grade 
phosphate for fertilizer manufacture, 
in nitrogen fixation, and in other prob- 
lems connected with the soil. You will 
learn in this Congress of the accom- 
plishments, the plans and the hopes of 
our scientists in this field, and they in 
turn will obtain from you fresh infor- 
mation and stimulation ’ 

You realize, I am sure, from the brief 
survey which I have. presented: to you 
the importance which the Government 
of the United States has attached for 
nearly a hundred years, and attaches 
today, to agricultural: research.

GERMANY AND FRANCE 
DISCUSS SOVIET CRISIS 


Assassination of Moscow En- 
voy Is Leading Topic at 
Council Halls. 


Geneva, Switzerland, June 13 (By A. 
P.).—M. Briand, the French foreign 
minister, after a private conference 
with Gustav Stresemann, the German 
foreign minister, said tonight: “We 
are continuing the work of reconstruc- 
tion of Europe along the lines of the 
Locarno Pact, which has given such 
excellent results.” p 

Dr. Stresemann assured M. Briand 
that all of Germany’s eastern fortresses 
had been dismantled in fulfillment of 
agreement. M. Briand declined to re- 
veal whether Dr. Stresemann had 
broached the question of reducing the 
army of occupation in the Rhineland. 

The impression prevails that France 
will gradually cut down her troops in 
the occupied territory as a further 
measure of appeasement, without, how- 
ever, proclaiming her intentions in a 
formal accord, as the feelings of the 
French Ultra-Nationalists must be con- 
sidered. 

Later Dr. Stresemann made a state- 
ment that he had asked M. Briand to 
agree to a reduction in the army of oc- 
cupation in the Rhineland, but with- 
out result. The conversations, how- 
ever, will be continued. 

The two statesmen also discussed the 
general European situation, including 
the attitude of the powers toward Rus- 
sia, whose execution recently of a group 
of Czarists is one of the foremost top- 
ics in Geneva.

Aroused by the rapid conquest of the 
air, the free city of Danzig, which 
formerly was a German seaport, has 
demanded the right to engage in un- 
restricted manufacture of airplanes for 
commercial purposes. It is expected 
that the request will be granted.

Delegates Ask Only “Liberty 
to Construct” as Many as 
Other Powers. 


Tokyo, June 13 (By A. P.).—The|

authoritative source that Jepan’s dele- | 
gation to the Geneva naval conference | 
is instructed to propose an equal ratio, 
with a maximum limit, for auxiliary 
vessels. 

The contention is that Japan is 
theoretically entitled to have even more 
cruisers and other auxiliaries than 
America, owing to her greater ,neces- 
sity of protecting trade routes. 

It is also argued that an equal ratio 
with Great Britain and- the United 
States will constitute no menace what- 
ever, because it is virtually. impossible 
for auxiliary vessels to operate offens- 
ively across the wide expanse of the 
Pacific. 

The Japanese delegation, it is under- 
stood, will declare that Japan does not 
intend to build the maximum but that 
what is wanted is “liberty to build” 
equally with the other powers. 


Never in Building Competition. 


The delegates will stress Japan's 
financial and economic condition as 
showing that, even though granted an 
equal ratio, she would never enter into 
a building competition or accept any 
agreement which would force upon her 
the obligation to build to the same. 
level as the other treaty powers. It is' 
contended that the stipulation for an 
equal footing is desirable for the sake 
of international courtesy and good 
feeling. 

It is also understood that the dele- 
gates will announce opposition to the 
discussion of any phase of the Wash- 
ington naval limitation treaty, insist- 
ing that the Geneva conference and the 
Washington agreement are entirely 
separate affairs. In this attitude it is 
stated, Japan is taking into considera- 
tion possible failure of the forthcom- 
ing conference, wishing to be asspred 
that in such event the letter and spirit 
of the Washington pact will continue 
unmarred. 

Viscount Admiral Minoru Saito, who 
will head the Japanese delegates, is un- 
derstood to have no instructions re- 
garding discussion of the Hawaii or 
Singapore naval bases, but the delega- 
tion is prepared with data in case such 
discussion arises. The question of ton- 
nage and other technicalities are also 
left with the delegates and their ex- 


rts. 

While it is believed that the delega- 
tion is under instructions to remain 
firm regarding equality of ratio for 
auxiliary vessels, these instructions may 
be changed before the opening of the 
conference, this depending considerably 
upon the British and American proposi- 
tions.

According to the police he drives a 
small dilapidated car, and his descrip- 
tion has been broadcast throughout the 
country.

Eight Killed on Coast. 


San Francisco, June 13 (By A. P.).—

Jose, Calif... and one in Seattle, Wash. 
The San Francisco and San Jose women 
all were more than 60 years old, and all 
had admitted the killer to their houses 
to look at rooms advertised for rent 

All the murders were committed be- 
tween February 20, 1926, and June 10 
of that year. The body of one of the 
Portland victims was found in a trunk 
in an attic, and the body of another 
behind a furnace in the basement. An- 
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other body was found lying in the attle,

| The bodies of the California victims 
were left in the apartments where they 
had been slain, without special effort 
at concealment. The police obtained 
a good description of the San Francisco 
slayer, who was said to be between 40 
and 45 years old. He was about 5 feet 
7 inches tall, broad of shoulder, deep- 
chested and smooth shaven. 

Merton Newman, nephew of one of 
the slain women, told police he ep- 
countered the strangler as the man left 
the house after killing Miss Clara New- 
man, 60, here February 20, 1926. New- 
man called to the stranger, who turned 
to answer, giving the young man a good 
chance to look him over. 

“Tell the landlady I'll be back for 
that room,” said the strangler, and 
walked away. Newman found his aunt’s

Stifle Development of 
Commercial Aviation. 


GERMANY FORBIDDEN 
TO MAKE OCEAN FLIGHTS 


But Europe Finds German 
Cities Are Necessary for 
Ports; Action for League. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

From an international standpoint, 
one of the most important immediate 
results of the Lindbergh and Cham- 
berlin. transoceanic non-stop filghts 
will be the scrapping of the air clauses 
of the Treaty of Versailles, according 
to reports reaching diplomats here. 
The matter has already come before 
the saague of Nations for considera- 
tion. 

It appears that these so-called air 
clauses have been loosely drawn and 
took no account of the stupendous 
progress in aviation mow made ap- 
parent by American initiative. In 
fact, commercial aviation appears to 
have been entirely rete eremcant as a 
practical means of travel betwten na- 
tions and the allied powers, responsible 
for the treaty, have now discovered 
that .these air clauses dealing with 
military and naval air forces can not 
actually remain in force without 
stifling the development of European 
commercial aviation in general as well 
as German aviation in particular. 

The air clauses of the Versailles 
Treaty, contained in section 3, part 5, 
of the pact, begin by stipulating that 
Germany shall have no military or 
naval air forces whatever. Engines for 
aircraft, armament, munitions, instru- 
ments for use on aircraft, wireless, 
photographic and cinematograph ap- 
paratus are all dealt with on the theory | 
that they are designed for warlike pur- | 
poses and were to be delivered over to | 
the allied governments and Germany 
was forbidden their future use. 


No War Planes by Germany. 


Meanwhile, article 200 contained the 
following provision: 

“Until the- complete evacuation of 
German territory by the allied and as- 
sociated , troops, the aircraft of the 
allied and associated powers shall en- 
joy in Germany freedom of passage 
through the air, freedom cf transit 
and of landing.” 

But here, again, only millitary air- 
craft were dealt with. The difficulty 
in differentiating between military 
ang commercial planes was not taxen 
into consideration at that time put 
later, it develops, the allied and asso- 
ciated powers realized that the treaty 
had placed no restriction on commer- 
cial aviation in Germany and that ac- 
cordingly Germany might build up 
fleets of commercial aircraft which 
might easily be transformed into mil- 
tary planes. 

To guard against this possibility. the 
allied powers in the London ultimatum 
of 1921 decreed radical changes in the 
loosely drawn air clauses of the 
treaty. They stipulated tiat com- 
mercial airplanes in Germany, as dis- 
tinguished from military airplanes, 
must not have a flight radius beyond 
prescribed limits, that engines of re- 
stricted power ;lone could be used. 
Under these provisions, Germany could 
never build a commercial plane capable 
of undertaking a transatlantic flight. 

But the differentiation which the 
allied powers made between military 
and commercial planes had an unex- 
pected effect with respect to inter- 
preting the air clauses of the Versailles 
Treaty. The allied powers had made 
no provision whatever in the Versailles 
Treaty to permit their own planes to 
fly over Germany ~* land in German 
territory, except for military purposes. 
Germany, it was discovered, was not 
bound to permit any commercial plane 
of any power t» fly over or land .n 
German soil. 

With German cities constituting the 
nattral and needed central landing- 
stations for transcontinental flying, the 
dire necessity of obtaining German per- 
mission for allied commercial planes to 
land in German territory made it 
necessary for France, Great Britain, 
Italy, Roumania and other countries ‘to 
make practical arrangements respect- 
ing commercial aviation with the Ger- 
man government. Germany agreed to 
enter into separate arrangements but 
on condition that the restrictions im- 
posed by the London ultimatum of 
1921 be removed. The allied powers 
removed the restrictions, but this put 
the original air clauses of the Versailles 
Treaty back in force and these clauses 
admittedly are now meaningless. 

The League of Nations on May 22 
last year reached a decision binding 
Germany to file her complete aviation 
lists with the League, so®hat the allied 
powers could keep track of her progress 
in commercial aviation. 


Opposed By Stresemann. 


But now, since the Lindbergh and 
Chamberlin flights, opening up pros- 
pects of transatlantic airports, Foreign 
Minister Stresemann, of Germany, ob- 
jects to this method of compelling 
Germany to disclose all her data on 
commercial aircraft as a matter of 
routine, though he expresses willing- 
ness to have the allied powers investi- 
gate at Berlin if there should appear 
Cs be justification for such investiga- 

on. 

And the information here is that the 
allied powers, in the interest of their 
Own commercial aviation projects, have 
agreed to the latest German proposal. 

Likewise, if Germans desire to con- 
struct planes with motors powerful 
enough to-fly the Atlantic the allied 
powers will probably not object. The 
German government offers to facilitate 
commercial aviation of the allied pow- 
ers in every way but demands in re- 
turn that her commercial aviation be \ 
no longer restricted. It is conceded 
that any fleet of commercial planes, 
especially those powerful enough to 
cross the ocean, constitute very power- 
ful potential military weapons in case 
they should ibe transformed from com- 
mercial to military craft. 

Consequently the air clauses of the 
Versailles treaty, which begin by stipu- 
lating that “the armed forces of Ger- {| 
many must not include any military or 
naval air forces” are now’ relegated to 
the scrap heap so far as any practical 
meaning is concerned. But the expense 
of commercial aviation, as exemplified 
by the Lindbergh and Chamberlin

Mitchel Field, N. Y., June 13 (By A. P.). 
It was a brief and spontaneous welcome 
that greeted Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
when he landed here today, within sight 
Of Roosevelt Field, where he took off 
little more than three weeks ago for 
his nonstop flight to Paris.

Wild Cheering Goes Up. 


Lindbergh and his escort, 21 planes, 
were high in the sky before they were 
sighted, spread out in lateral forma- 
tions, like a formal design faintly 
on the clear blue sky. Wild cheering 
went up from the thousands of specta- 


— spread out along the edges of the 
eld. 

When the formation changed and the 
planes started coming down in a huge 
Spiral, the crowd became frantic. A 
large army aniphibian, the San Fran- 
cisco, started taxi-ing to the far end of 
the field. It had scarcely turned around 
and stopped when a golden-nose pur- 
suit plane dropped from the formation 
in the air and taxied toward it. 

The spectators knew at once that 
their hero had arrived.

Says Amid Din of Cheers 


Back, ° Flier 


“New York Reception Exceeds Ail Others Put To- 
gether,” He Declares—Scroll, Presented By Walker, 


Bears Esteem 


of Metropolis. 


New York, June 13 (By A. P.).—As 
a part of New York’s welcome to Col. 
Lindbergh at the City Hall today he 


was presented with a scroll which read: 

“The City of New York to Capt. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, America’s air 
ambassador New York to Paris nonstop 
flight, greeting: 

“On this historic spot and in this 
historic seat of our city government, 
it has been our custom to extend our 
municipal welcome to many of the no- 
table people of the world. 

“Here the chief magistrates’ of the 
City of New York have received many 
noted heroes of the land, the sea and 
air. Kings and leaders of mankind, 
the highest dignitaries of church and 
state and heroes in the many fields of 
human endeavor have here received 
the hearty and cordial official welcome 
which always marks the hospitality of 
the City of New York. 

“Today, we equal the height and 
dignity .of all the traditions that 
through the years has been established 
here as, on behalf of the millions of 
New York citizens who have been 
thrilled and inspired by your heroic 
deed, I welcome you—Capt. Charles A. 
Lindbergh—back to the city from which 
you set forth in your courageous non- 
stop flight to Paris. 

“From this, the youngest of the great 
cities of the earth, your intrepid voyage 
carried you, braving the perils of the 
air and the sea, to Paris, one of the old- 
est cities of the world, and by your 
glorious flight you not only attained 
the ambition of aeronautic science, but, 
enhancing your prodigious accomplish- 
ment by the modesty and diplomacy 
that is found only in genuine heroism, 
you inspired in the hearts of European 
peoples a warmer affection and a great- 
er admiration for your own beloved 
country and her people. 

“The youth of our Nation has found 
in your conquering spirit of courage 
and youth an encouraging and illus- 
trious example. 

“The great fame which you have won 
in the glory of your youth, not only for 
yourself but for America, this city in- 
evitably shares with you. From New 
York you sailed on your adventurous 
exploit; to New York you return bear- 
ing the. triumphant laurels of the 
whole world’s tribute, and the name of 
our fair city is linked forever with the 
fame that is yours. 

“The people of New York delight to 
honor you; their hearts are wide open 
to you and, in their name, I present 
to you this (scroll of honored wel- 
come) that you may have a permanent 
record of how the people of New York 
speaking through me, hold you and 
your epoch-making deed in honor for 
all time.” 

After reading the scroll Mayor Walker 
addressed Lindbergh: 

“Let me dispense with an unncessary 
function,” he said, “by telling you that 
if you have prepared yourself with any 
letters of introduction to New York 
they are not necessary. 

“You are a great grammarjan, you 
have given added definition to the 
word ‘We.’ We are familiar with the 
ecitorial ‘We,’ but not until you ar- 
rived in Paris were we aware of the 
aeronautical ‘We.’ You have given to 
the world a flying pronoun. 

“That word was a vindication of the 
courage and the hopes of Nungesser and 
Coli, who live now only in the memory 
of the peoples of the world. 

“New York City is yours.' I don’t 
give it to you. You won it. I con- 
gratulate you and welcome you into the 
world city that you may look the world, 
in the face.” , 

In reply Lindbergh said that his New 
York reception was greater than those 
of Paris, Brussels, London and Wash- 
ington “all put together.” 

“When I was preparing to leave for 
Europe,” he said, “I was told that if 
———————— 
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we landed in Le Bourget we might ex- 
pect a rather demonstrative reception. 
After one-half hour at Le Bourget, 1 
didn’t believe any one in New York 
would have the slightest idea of the 
reception given us. 

“And again at Brussels and also at 
London. Why, in London, 1,500 of the 
pride of Scotland Yard were lost in a 
crowd at Croydon as completely as 
though they had been dropped in the 
ocean. Except around the car in which 
I was and around the plane, I don’t re- 
call ever seeing two of them together. 

“At Washington there was another 
enormous reception, but at New York.I 
believe that there was a _ reception 
greater than all four put together. I 
wonder what those London bobbies 
would have thought of their position 
here.” 

Lindbergh then went over material 
of previous speches, stressing the point 
that he still was without his “little 
visit to Europe—the quiet one.” 

Three loud, thousand-throated cheers 
interrupted the aviator. He smiled, 
waited until quiet came again, and con- 
tinued: 

“I received many cablegrams urging 
me to come home, and Ambassador 
Houghton advised me to come back. 
When { started up the Potomac the other 
day I decided I wasn’t sorry that’ I had 
followed that advice, and when I 
reached New York this morning I was 
very glad indeed that I had taken it.” 

Col. Lindbergh then spoke of the 
future of aviation, reiterating part of 
a speech he gave at Washington. Of 
the future of aviation, he said, “We 
must not expect too repid a develop- 
ment of aviation. We are rot going to 
have transatlantic service under five 
or ten years. Aviation has been de- 
veloped on a sound basis It will con- 
tinue’ to develop on a sound basis.” 


After the ceremonies at City Hall, 
Landbergh again joined the parade and 
continued uptown. The line of march 
led through Lafayette street and past 
Tombs prison, where the inmates 
looked out above ihe gray stone walls 
and cheered in concert with the crowds 
in. the street. 

As the parade passed on the crowds 
closed in behind it and pandemonium 
reigned as the cheering continued and 
thousands tried to keep as close as 
possible to the car in which the hero- 
of the air stood waving to his admirets. 


PINEDO IN BARCELONA 
ON HOMEWARD FLIGHT 


Will Fly to Madrid Today as 
Guest of Spain Before 
Hopping to Rome. 


Barcelona, Spain, June 13 (By A. P.). 
Commander Francesco de Pinedo, Ital- 
ian long-distance aviator, today drew 
nearer to the termination of his great 
four-continent flight, which carried 
him from Italy to Africa, South Ameri- 
ca, the United States, Newfoundland 
and the Azores. 

The Italian flier, after speeding 
around the Spanish coast, from Lisbon, 
alighted in Barcelona Harbor at 5 
o’clock tonight amid an enthusiastic 
welcome by the populace. He was re- 
ceived by the local authorities here and 
the entire Italian colony, while a dele- 
gation of local Italian school children 
presented him with flowers.

New York, June 13 (By A. P.).—One 
phase of New York’s gargantuan wel- 
come to Col. Lindbergh puzzled him, 
and caused him to ask questions. 

It was the paper, ticker tape, torn 
newspapers and other kinds, that float- 
ed through the air. It came billowing 
down from roofs and windows. A piece 
of it floated near him as he sat in his 
automobile in the parade. His hands 
clutched it and he turned it over. Find- 
ing nothing on it he turned to Grover 
Whalen, secretary of the reception com- 
mittee, and’‘asked him what it meant. 

When Whalen had explained its sig- 
nificance, an explanation so far with- 
held, Col. Lindbergh grinned, somewhat 
abashed. 

The Lindbergh parade took prefer- 
ence over everything except the fire de- 
partment. Thrice on its way uptown 
the parade was. halted while fire fight- 
ing apparatus dashed through it, scat- 
——e the densely packed crowds pell 
mell, 


Burglars did a neat job of decorating 
the show windows of a tea shop along 
the parade route last night. They 
placed Lindbergh posters on every inch 
of glass. Then today, behind the 
decoration, they opened the same and 
removed $904. 


When Lindburgh landed at Le 
Bourget the Associated Press’ flash to 
Mayor Walker and the police and fire 
departments released the steam whis- 
tles on harbor craft. New York sat up. 
It needed no flash today, and those 
who thought they had heard whistles 
had heard nothing up to that time. 
The colonel’s landing was in plain sight 
of thousands and those who couldn’t 
whistle yelled. 

Lindbergh’s eardrums, although ac- 
customed to the roar of an. airplane 
motor, could scarcely stand the strain 
of the din of whistles. As he stood on 
top of the pilot house of the city tug 
Macom he put his hands to his ears to 
shut out the long sustained noise. 


Tousled hair and high silk hats were 
in contrast at the formal ceremonies 
at Central Park between the guest of 
honor and Gov. Smith and Mayor 
Walker. Lindbergh wore no hat and 
his hair blew freely in the breeze. One 
alderman, a regular attendant at mat- 
ters of state, likewise’ uncovered for, 


_he said, with a smile, if his “sky piece”’ 


ever blew off it would probably have 
gone right along “its regular route to 
the cemetery.” 


For once there was some. advantage 
in being in the Tombs. Six hundred 
and eight prisoners, peering from be- 
hind the bars, had much better: places 
to see the parade than the milling 
thousands beneath them. As part of 
their exercise hours the prisoners were 
allowed to march up and down the cor- 
ridors and look through the windows. 
They. joined in the cheering when the 
lone eagle appeared. 


All along Fifth avenue, usually far 
from demonstrative thoroughfare, Col. 
Lindbergh could look on either side of 
the street at his likeness in oils, 
chromos, prints and photographs, big 
and little, in the smart shops. Not the 
least ambitious attempts at reproduc- 
tion occurred in restaurants where the 
flier’s portrait was done in cake. 


“There will not be another welcome 
in New York like that given Lindbergh 
until somebody flies to Mars and brings 
back a Martian bathing beauty,” de- 
clared Police Sergt. Thomas Blake, a 
veteran of 28' years’ service. 

“It was the greatest welcome ever 
given to anybody. It will take a super- 
sores achievement to eclipse Lind- 

ergh.” 


The most photographed man in the 
world is now Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, 
who succeeds the Prince of Wales to the 
honor, it was anounced today by Ray

Mrs, Chamberlin said she had not 
seen her son since 1920, and although 
she hopes to see him in Europe, she 
does not wish him to change any plans 
he may have made. 

Asked what she had to say regarding 
reports from Germany that her son had 
taken a glass of beer immediately after 
his arrival there, Mrs. Chamberlin said: 

“I guess after that flight anyone 
would be glad to get anything to drink. 
I do not consider the matter worth 
much comment. I know he is not ad- 
dicted to alcoholic drink. 

“I am real glad that I arrived in time 
to see at least a little of the welcome 
to Col. Lindbergh,” she added, “I would 
very much like to see him and his 
mother before I go, but I fear their 
time will be taken fully.”

so to speak, was joyous. Dangerous?

After circling the field a few times, 
Lindbergh roared out Bladensburg way 
and on to New York. He was no longer 
the Lone Wolf of the air. Fully 30 
planes trailed him through the sky, 
and one of them was piloted by no 
less a hero than Commander Richard 
Evelyn Byrd, who flew to fame across 
the North Pole. 

As Lindbergh and his escort disap- 
peared into the blue, the spectators 
started for their homes. A few hours 
later, they might have heard a radio 
announcer trying to describe the 
youngster’s reception in New York. 

“I can’t hear my own voice,” he 
screamed. “I tell you, I can’t hear my 
own voice.” 

Lindbergh was up with the sun yes- 
terday morning. Bidding good-by to 
the President and Mrs. Coolidge, he 
left the temporary White House and 
sped toward the Mayflower Hotel. 
Arriving there at 6:45 o’clock, he be- 
came the guest of honor at one of the 
strangest breakfasts this city has ever 
known. 


Honored at Breakfast. 


The National Aeronautical Associa- 
tion tendered the breakfast to Lind- 
bergh and America’s greatest fliers were 
mobilized there to break bread with 
him and give him a cheer. 

Lieut. Comdr. Byrd, in announcing 
that the National, Geographic Society 
had awarded Lindbergh the coveted 
Hubbard medal, precipitated a great 
cheer when’ he said: 

“It. was fortunate for the United 
States that Col. Lindbergh got to Paris 
before we did, and we are giad of it.” 

Porter Adams, president of the Na- 
tional . Aeronautical Association, an- 
nounced amid cheers that Lindbergh, 
‘already a member of the association, 
had been made an honorary member.

Abandons Old Bus. 


Lindbergh climbed out of the cock- 
pit, jumped into an automobile and 
dashed for Bolling Field across the way. 
There a speedy little pursuit plane 
awaited him, and at 8:45 o’clock he was 
in the cockpit and ready to go. He 
took off at 8:54 o’clock. 

Not long after Lindberzh had taken 


off in the Army plane, engineers and 
mechanics at the Naval Air Station an- 
nounced that the Spirit of St.. Louis 
was once more in running order. A new 
piston rod was installed to take the 
place of one found slightly cracked. 

The monoplane will be kept at Ana- 
costia until instructions are received 
from Lindbergh as to its disposition. 
There is a possibility, it was said, that 
he might come back here and fly it to 
St. Louis. On the other hand, he may 
have it taken to New York and take 
off from there. 

A crowd of several hundred persons 
followed Lindbergh around while he. 
was at the Naval Air Station and at 
Bolling Field. At his heels, wherever 
he went, were the three young mem- 
bers of America’s air cabinet—Wi'liam 
P. MacCracken, jr., F. Trubie Davison 
and Edward P. Warner. 

Stewart MacCracken, 4-year-old son 
of Mr. MacCracken, got the thrill of his 
young life when Lindbergh allowed him 
to sit in the cockpit of the Spirit of 
St. Louis. 


Wears Flying Suit. 


Had the Spirit of St. Louis been in 
condition, Lindbergh would have gone 


to New York without a flying suit and 
without a parachute. As for the 
“chute” he explained that it would do 
him no good to take one in the mono- 
plane, because of the construction of 
the cockpit, which he once called a 
death chamber. 

Just before he clambered into the 
Army plane, he was given a flying out- 
fit—a leather coat, a parachute, a pair 
of goggles and a tight-fitting little 
woolly cap. With his cap pulled down 
over his shock of blond hair, he looked 
like a schoolboy about to set out for 
a sleigh ride. 

Washington has not seen the last of 
this fair-haired flier. Two precious 
decorations—the Langley medal and

There is no one, certainly, 
who thinks that his powers or influence have 
been weakened by advancing years. 

The church prelate sees in his own prob- 
lem one for the Nation to consider. Others, 
notably Dr. Osler, have expressed the same 
views in harsher form, but, while there may 
be many Who agree with Bishop Lawrence 
that “‘the whole problem is a much bigger 
one than of the church,” some difficulty will 
be encountered in finding a solution. 

The church prelate himself cites one ob- 
vious point of difference. When he entered 
the College of Bishops as a comparatively 
young man, one of his first acts was to intro- 
duce a resolution retiring bishops at the age 
of 70. The motion was withdrawn, and yet 
in his own case*Bishop Lawrence went seven 
years beyond the mark which he had set, be- 
fore yielding to younger and more active men, 
The church undoubtedly benefited by the elder 
man’s changed viewpoint.

The refusal of State Game Warden W. 
Harry Johnson to take dogs to the 
county farm started a heated argument 
at the meeting of the board of super- 
visors yesterday. Johnson stated that he 
had authority from the State to take 
dogs to a fertilizing plant, and the 
supervisors had nothing to do with 
that. 

The board took up the awarding the 
contract for the construction of the 
county’s reservoit in connection with 
the water system to thé Pittsburgh 
Steel: Co., for $61,480, this company 
being next to the lowest bidder. 

Because of difficulty in approving the 
note issue for $85,000 needed for school 
purposes by the bonding attorneys the 
money has been borrowed from an 
Alexandria bank, to be paid back, 
$10,000 in 1929, $35,000 in 1931, and the 
remaining $40,000 in 1932. Charles R. 
Taylor, appearing before the board of 
supervisors protested the action taken, 
stating that the citizens were informed 
by school officials at a meeting held 
March 28 that only such amounts as 
were needed would be borrowed. It was 
stated at that meeting that it would be 
necessary to have $45,000 to complete 
the school term, and the remaining 
$40,000 would not be borrowed until the 
schools opened inthe fall. 

Contract for the purchase of two lots 
facing Sherman avenue, fronting the 
courthouse, was signed by the rd 
yesterday. The price paid for the ground, 
which will be used to extend Sherman 
avenue through to Wilsoh boulevard, 
was $3,200. ye, 

The need for the Immediate appoint- 
men of the zoning commission as au- 
thorized by the Genera]: Assembly was 
stressed by the zoning committee from 
the Arlington County Chamber of Com- 
merce, of which C. W. Fitch is chair- 
man of the committee.. “Arlington 
County is ready for such @ commission 
now, and nothing can be gained by 
further delay,” Fitch declared.

“The 
commission should be composed of five 
men whose interests are centered ‘in 
any one section and meni who can at 
all times have the full confidence of 
the people,” Fitch stated in conclusion.

In looking over materials that have 

come to the studio at different times, 


I came across a suggestion that was sent 
to me by a friend who has come many 
times to the studio on different occa- 
sions, and the suggestion is timely— 
since it. pertains to the removal of 
grease from soup by a quick and easy 
process. If we have soups, and are to 
ur: them for any of the numbers of 
purposes for which they may be used 
during the summer months—and not 
as soups at all as a matter of fact, but 
as parts of other dishes, then it will be 
weil to know how to quickly and easily 
remove the grease that collects on the 
surface. We have discontinued the 

“Hints to Housewives” column that was 

in effect when this suggestion was sent 

to us, but I know that Mrs. Sweet will 
nat object to my sharing her suggestion 
with you at this time. 

“To quickly remove the oil from soup, 
or gravy take a piece of ice and dip into 
the liquid. The oil will harder on the 
ice and may be removed to a side dish. 
The process may be repeated until all 
the oil is removed. The fat that gathers 
may be saved for frying or seasoning.” 

Mrs. Sweet also suggests that “a glass 
bottle makes a good substitute for a 
wooden potato masher. It can be used 
also for pounding fruit, or vegetables 
through a colander.” 

May I add that if this latter use be 
made of a glass bottle care be exercised 
that the bottle be pounded gently—for 
bottles do break and the food is, in this 
event ruined beyond repair, for glass is 
too dangerous a substance to attempt 
to remove it from a food stuff. 

And now for today I have something 
of an unusual dish that I wish to 
give to our friends. If, when we have 
had its directions, there remains time 
for a menu we. shall have one that 
will incorporate our new dish, which 
is stuffed cucumbers. 

Stuffed Cucumbers. 

First of all, we must decide upon a 
foodstuff with which to fill our cucum- 
bers, for not all things are attractive 
with this vegetable, and we may select 
any number of things that are poor 
combinations if we are not careful. 
Fish is always good with cucumber, 
and of the numbers of fishes available, 
probably salmon will be the best. Com- 
binations of vegetables maybe used in 
the same manner, and bits of sweet- 
breads or of ham or of liver, provided 
trese meats be ground finely enough 
to make of them as soft a substance 
as is the flesh of the salmon. 

To construct this salad we first jelly 
the salmon, and to do this we prepare 
our foods in the top of a double boiler. 
The materials are: 

, One and a half teaspoons salt 
One-third teaspoon dry mustard 
One-third teaspoon cayenne pepper 
One-fourth teaspoon paprika 
Three-fourths téaspoon granulated 
gelatin 
Yolk of an egg 
Three and a quarter 

white vinegar 

Half. cup sweet milk 

Two cups flaked 
(fresh or canned) 

The gelatin must be added only 
‘after it has been dissolved in cold 
water, about a fourth cup, and should 
be added last of all, just before the 
mixture. begins to be very hot. Stir 
this combination in the double boiler 
constantly as it heats; and when the

mixture will coat a spoon remove it 
from the fire. Strain it at once and 
set aside to cool and stiffen. 

While the mixture is stiffening, pre- 
pare the cucumber for stuffing. We 
are able to determine the right con- 
‘sistency for stuffing the cooked mate- 
rials only with experience. We must 
fill the cucumber when the jelly sub- 
stance is stiff enough to stay in the 
opening in the cucumber, but not stiff 
enough to go in in chunks and remain 
in chunks, It must be soft enough for 
us to force it nicely into place. There 
is no time limit to the cooling process, 
for the temperature of the air differs 
on different days, and some of us.will 
place this material in the icebox to 
hurry it up (of that there is little 
doubt, in spite of the poor policy of 
putting even warm foods in our icebox 

To prepare the cucumber peel it first, 
not cutting. any deeper into the pulp 
than is necessary, which will leave a 
firm side wall. Then cut off the pointed 
end to a depth of about an inch and 
a half, or enough to reach the seedy 
chamber of the interior. Carefully 
scrape out the seeds with a spoon, 
preferably a spoon with small bowl 
and a long handle... Rinse the shell 
(which is then ready to fill) very 
thoroughly in cold salted water, allow- 
ing it to stand in the salted solution 
for about ten minutes. Then force the 
salmon mixture into the hole in the 
cucumber, stand it upright and place 
it in the icebox. This mixture will 
fill about three large or four'small cu- 
cumbers. When the jelly in the cu- 
cumbers* has firmly set, which takes 
several hours to be quite safe, turn 
the cucumber down on its side and slice 
it in about one-fourth inch thick slices. 
Arrange the slices on lettuce leaves and 
serve with mayonnaise. This is an 
attractive and utterly delicious, salad. 

We shall have space for our menu, 
with possibly one or two recipes. 

Stuffed Celery 
Green ' Olives 
Minced Chicken on Toast or 
Minced or Mounded Ham 
Stuffed Cucumber Salad 
Hot Biscuit or 
Nut Bread 
Blackberry Pie or 
Apple Snow 
Iced Tea. 


' This menu may appear to be a series 

of “or’s.” As a matter of fact. as it 
was compiled the atmosphere constant- 
ly grew warmer and warmer and the 
studio correspondingly so.. Therefore, 
if this day may be considered a guide 
many of us will not relish hot biscuit 
sufficiently to bake them in the oven— 
and there is no other way. I have 
suggested both ham and. chicken, as 
many of us prepared ham for our Sun- 
day dinner and may have some on hand 
to dispose of. If we have no chicken, 
and wish to serve chicken in this man- 
ner, with green pepper, we may. pur- 
chase a small frying chicken, boil it 
with celery until it is tender, and then 
remove it and use just a part’ of it— 
probably the dark meat, for our minced 
chicken tonight. For tomorrow night 
then,. we shall have available an 
amount of chicken stock—some light 
meat of chicken, and with a few mush- 
rooms (or without them) we may have 
creamed chicken in pattie shells, on 
toast or on waffles. The business of 
planning from day to day is a most 
excellent one. Few of us would have 
thought of buying a chicken for minced 
chicken on toast, :-vhich is considered 
a “left-over” dish. But is there any- 
thing nicer than minced chicken on a 
warm night with a tasty salad and a 
desire for little labor? 


PAYMASTER ROBBED 
CROSSING MOUNTAINS 


Two North Carolina Boys Ar- 
rested After Holdup on 
Lonely Trail. 


Robbinsville, N. C., June 13 (By A. 
P.).—A tale of road agentry that rivals 
the old stories of the days of the West- 
ern frontier, was brought here today by 
Officers who lodged Patrick Jenkins and 


Richard Williams, both 18 years old, in 
the Graham County jail pending com- 
pletion of investigation into the hold- 
up and robbery of a paymaster of the 
Connor & Sons Construction Co., of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., on a lonely trail over 
the Yellow Creek Mountains Saturday. 

The paymaster, S. W. Baldwin, 
guarded by Deputy Sheriff Tom Crist, 
had paid a gang working at the Ten- 
nessee end of the Tallahassee Power Co. 
tunnel being dug through the Yellow 
Creek Mountains. Taking a mountain 
trail on horseback, the paymaster and 
his guard then started across the moun- 
tains to pay off the men working at the 
east end of the tunnel. 

About half way across the mountains 
two men suddenly appeared from be- 
hind trees. “Hands up!” they com- 
manded. 

Both the paymaster and deputy, 
caught unawares, were quickly dis- 
armed and forced to dismount. One of 
the robbers kept them covered while 
the other seized the paymaster’s satchel 
containing the pay envelopes. Then one 
fied into the mountain thickets while 
the other kept guard. His companion 
— out of sight, the other robber 

ed. 


The men, according to the victims, 
either were negroes or had their faces 


blackened. Although only two mén/ 


were seen, officers said they found 
traces of a number of other persons in 
the undergrowth.

NO SESSION IN FALL, 
LONGWORTH BELIEVES 


Engineers Will Report on the 
Flood at Regular Con- 
gress, He Says. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, June 13 (By A. P.). 
Speaker Nicholas -Longworth, of the 
National House of Representatives, does 
not believe it likely there will. be a spe- 
cial session of Congress “unless some- 
thing unforeseen should happen.” 

Speaker Longworth made the state- 
ment in his office here today. - 

“The United States engineers who are 
at work on plans for flood prevention 
in the Mississippi Valley,” he said, “will 
hardly be able to report before the 
reguldr meeting of Gongress in De- 
cember. The appropriations commit- 
tee, which probably will present a bill ap- 
propriating funds for the relief of flood 
sufferers and the ways and means com- 
mittee which will submit a revenue 
bill, have both been organized and will 
meet probably in the middle of October 
and will be ready to re immediately 
upon the assembling of the regular ses- 
sion of Congress.” 

Mr. Longworth said he discussed the 
probabilities of a special session with 
President Coolidge before he left Wash- 
ington.

Valera Party, However, Has 
34 Seats in Dail to 35 
for Government. 


116 OF 152 POSTS FILLED 


Dublin, Ireland, June 13 (By A. P.).— 
Of the 152 seats in the Dail Eireann 
election, returns for 116 have been tab- 
ulated. The government party _ leads 
thus far by one, with the Fianna Fail, 
the De Valera wing of the Republicans, 


almost keeping pace. The standing of 
the parties this evening is: 

Government, 35; Fianna Fail, 34; 
Labor, 20; Independents, 10; Farmers, 
7; National League, 6; Sinn Fein, 4. 

Patrick Hogan, minister of agricul- 
ture, and Finian Lynch, minister of 
fisheries, have been elected in Galway 
and Kerry, respectively. 

Despite the close struggle between 
the government and the Fianna Fail, 
there is still an overwhelming majority 
for the treaty with Engiand and the 
constitution. Most of the De Valera 
victories were gained at the expense of 
the Sinn Fein, of whose fifteen candi- 
dates only four have thus far been suc- 
cessful. 

Labor, which before the elections, 
had fifteen members in the Dail, is the 
only party that has gained in strength. 


The early success of the National |- 


League proved a flash in the pan, while 
the clan Eireann, composed of former 
government supporters, was completely 
eclipsed. 

Since De Valera’s adherents made de- 
nunciation of the Constitution based 
on the Anglo-Irish treaty creating the 
Free State a paramount question in 
their campaign, they face defeat on 
this point on the basis of the known 
results. All: parties except the Fiana 
fail and the Sinn Fein support the 
government on the Constitution not- 
withstanding differences on other ques- 
tions. 

This fact, however, will not enable 
President Cosgrove to form a govern- 
ment independent of the support of 
some other faction if the present 
ratio between the parties is maintained 
when the returns are complete, Thus 
the prospect of a coalition government 
is still being considered.

Duschowski, who still showed a will- 
ingness to fight, was severely mauled 
before he was subdued and rescued 
from the crowd by other.guards. 


Shoots From Scaffold. 


In the excitement Schader and Rizzo 
escaped again. Rizzo.tried to fight his 
way out in a final desperate bid for 
liberty. Jailor Leo Land, firing from 
a window in the sheriff’s home, sent a 
pistol bullet through Rizzo's head, at 
the same time E. A. O'Neill, motor- 
cycle policeman, sent a bullet into his 
body.

He sent his protesting troops out of 
the building in military columns and 
then he and his newspaper manager and 
companion, M. Delest, walked out like 
the commanders of an honorably de- 
feated army and entered a police auto- 
mobile to be taken to the station. 

Daudet entrenched #imself in the 
newspaper office ‘Thursday night, for- 
mally declared it his legal home and 
had barbed wire entanglements put up 
to -protect the entrance.

Marion, Ill., June 13 (By A. P.)— 
Bearing out the coniession of Art New- 
man, former lieutenant of Charles Bir- 


ger, Southern Illinois gang chieftain, 
the bullet-pierced body of Mrs. Ethel 
Price, wife of Lory L. Price, slain high- 
way patrolman, was found today in the 
abandoned coal mine shaft near here, 
in which Newman declared Birger fol- 
lowers had thrown it. 

Newman charged that Birger killed 
Price because he “talked too much” 
about the gang’s activities and that his 
henchmen killed Mrs. Price the night of 
January 17, after both had been ab- 
ducted from their home here. Price’s 
body was found February 5 in a fleld 
near Dubois 

Mrs. Price’s body was identified and 
claimed by her father, Dale Jackson, 
and by two relatives of Price, who rec- 
ognized her purple dress, her auter 
coat, her gloves and her wrist watch. 

The watch, which was battered, had 
stopped at 10:19, about the time of 
according to Newman, 

The body was brought to an under- 
taking establishment here. The face 
was recognizable, although the nose 
was bruised, possibly broken. There 
were seven bullet wounds in the back, 
further supporting Newman’s story. 
His hearsay testimony, however, had 
mentioned only four shots fired in the 
back. 4 

The body was found shortly -after 
noon at a point 34 feet below where 
excavation had begun and more than 
50 feet from the surface. It was im- 
mediately under a mass of debris, such 
as was thrown upon the body by the 
slayers, according to Newman’s story. 
A large concrete block also was im- 
mediately over the. body which had 
been buried deeper by recent cave-ins. 
Three days of digging were required to 
uncover it.

HIS article is intended for the in- 
formation of all persons troubled 
with blackheads, whiteheads, 
pimples and enlarged pores and is a 
concentration of the answers to “A 
New City Wife,” “Mary Lou,” “Joseph- 
ine C.,” “Pimples,” “Anxious” and. sev- 
eral others. 

To get at the root of all these dif- 
ficulties described in the numerous let- 
ters, the greatest single factor con- 
tributing to beauty is cleanliness. And 
it should ‘be the beginning and the end 
of our tireless pursuit after a clear 
skin. The cleanliness of unadulterated 
nature should characterize the foods 
we eat. For example, whole wheat 
breads and cereals (the grain with the 
full kernel and natural roughage. left 
intact) are far superior to breads made 
with white (refined) flour: for the 
first-mentioned brush the _ digestive 
track free of substances that may. be 
obstructing the passage of incoming 
food and causjng constipation. Fresh, 
clean water is an absolute necessity if 
the body is to function properly and 
eliminate waste, Vegetables should be 
eaten in the raw state when possible, 
otherwise they should be freshly 
cooked. A generous amount of greens 
should be eaten—two salads every day 
are not too many for most - people. 
Mainly by coarse natural foods can one 
Keep one’s interior clean, for it is 
wrong to have to resort to medicines— 
physics. It is interesting to know that 
the Japanese, to insure regular avacua- 
tions, include seawsed or gelatine as 
the lubricant factor in almost every 
dish that they prepare. Also, nature 
did not originally intend our organisms 
for the digesting of quantities of meats, 
and, consequently; animal flesh is not 
easily assimilated and is quite likely 
to cause toxic poisons in.the blood 
when the waste resulting from them is 
not promptly eliminated. 

Pastries, candies, other sweets, fried 
and greasy foods are “forbidden fruit,” 
and no wise woman indulges - herself 
the slightest in this matter. 

Internal cleanliness is greatly. helped 
by healthful circulation—the blood 
flow passing quickly from one part ‘of 
the body to another. A sluggish blood 
flow can be stimulated by exercise. An 
interesting group of movements should 
be performed each morning and night, 
and, if constipation already exists, spe- 
clal exercises (such as lying on the 
back and drawing the knees close to 
the chest) should be done. 

Next to be considered is external 
cleanliness. A face must be clean be-

for-word following of a thorough 
cleansing for blemished skins. A 
cleanser (liquid vreferably) should be 
applied and the dirt removed with 
clean absorbent cotton or cleansing tis- 
sues. Next, wash your face with, warm 
water, a clean soft cloth, and tincture 


the soap well into the skin to soften 
the blemishes and bring them to the 
surface. Rinse once with warm water, 


the finger-tips to protect. the skin from 
bruises and infection, press out all the 
blackheads .possible. Never foroe an 
unyielding spot—leave that for the 
next time. In some of the letters re- 
cently received, the writers complain 
that their blackheads are too small to 
be pressed out. These women will, I 
‘am sure, find that the green soap 
dJather brings the deeply imbedded for- 
eign matter sufficiently to the surface 
to be attacked. To go on—once more a 
warm water .rinse and, following that, 
plenty. of cold water should be dashed 
on the face to close the pores: An 
astringent should be applied each time 
the face has been cleansed; one can be 
made at home by adding a dash of 
tincture of benzoin to witch hazel, 
Wher .there are. eruptions, zinc: otnt- 
ment or an antiseptic salve may be 
used on the affected ‘spots, or an anti- 
septic lotion dabbed on the face. 

While one is trying to get rid of 
blemishes, cosmetics, except perhaps a 
feathery powder, should be renounced 
entirely. And, of course, heavy creams 
or vanishing creams must never be 
used as a make-up base. An antiseptic 
lotion is suitable. for this purpose. 
Lightweight powders and liquid rouge 
should be used rather than heavy pow- 
ders and cream or dry rouges, for the 
heavy products clog the pores. 

It is highly desirable to cleanse the 
face thoroughly twice a day, but the 
cleansing before retiring must never, 
never be omitted.

HOW TO GET RID OF A TAPEWORM. 


4 RECENT number of the Journal of 

A the American Medical Association 
included an article by Dr. W. A. 

Thomas telling of the advantages of 
eating’raw meat, while just a few pages 
away was an article by Drs. Magath and 
Brown, which told us that if we ate raw 
meat the tapeworms would get us. 
Perhaps there are no tapeworms in 
Greenland, where Dr. Thomas worked. 
It may be too cold for them. It is more 
likely Dr. Thomas did not examine for 
tapeworm. Drs. Magath and Brown say 
that if you do not examine for them 
you will never find them, for there are 
no symptoms of tapeworm. 
The common notion is that ravenous 
appetite is a symptom of tapeworm. 
People with tapeworm have appetites 
just like other people—neither more 
ravenous, nor less so, nor even fitfyl 
and uneven. There is nothing in the 
notion that a man with tapeworm must 
eat for two. 


About 50 years ago Hirsch gave fifteen 
symptoms of tapeworm. Itching in dif- 
ferent parts of the body led the list of 
symptoms in frequency, abdominal 
pains was next, and nausea third. Dis- 
turbance of appetite, disturbance of the 
bowels, disturbance of nutrition, and 
n ep! y were in the list. Drs. 
Magath and Brown upset the entire 
Hirsch teaching. Experience has taught 
them that there is but one sign of tape-- 
worm and that is—finding. the worm. 
. They found it an easy matter to get 
rid of the worm, head and all, if it was

The final step is to properly save and 
then examine the worm for the head. 
Treatment that does not bring one or 
more heads is useless. Drs. Magath 
and Brown think the custom of eating 
raw beef and raw fish is not decreasing 
and, in consequence, tapeworms are 
frequently found.

Jones to Face 
Opposition 
Of Pros 


Paid Players Deter- 
mined Amateur Will 
Not Repeat. 


Farrell Rated as Hav- 
ing Best Chance to 
Beat Atlantan.

AKMONT COUNTRY CLUB, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., June 13.—The course 
of the Oakmont Club lies tonight 

under a cloudy, starless sky, holding 
-within its fairways and multitude of 
traps the destinies of more than 150 
golfers, who tomorrow morning will be- 
gin their battle for the title of open 
championship of the United States. 

It is a wonderfully well-groomed 
course, with every blade of grass in 
proper position, with the, sand in the 
traps raked in deep furrows and with 
the greens almost. as smooth and pol- 
ished as a glass-topped table. 

It is an inviting course from the 
picturesque and, scenic point of view 
and yet every contestant views it with 
a heart full of fear. 


Danger lurks at the finish of 
every shot and the fortunate player 


who places the crown of glory on 
his head at the end of the strug- 
gie of the next three days must be 
more than a mere golfer. He must 
be also a favored child of the gods. 


In the center of the stage stands 
Robert Tyre Jones, jr., the present na- 
tional champion. He is the outstand- 
ing figure, loved as a man, feared as 
a competitor. If he wins, no one, not 
even the most ambitious professional, 
will grudge him an iota of his glory, 
and yet, at the same time, in the 
pocket of each of his fellow- contestants 
is a sharpened knife. 

Jones will not win the title this year 
for the second consecutive time, if it 
is in the power of. any professional 
to prevent it. There is still the memory 
of his victory in the Southern open 
at Atlanta in the early spring and, 
if he again as an amateur, proves his 
superiority over his professional breth- 
ren there will be weeping and wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 

On the lips of the hundreds gathered 
around the Oakmont elubhouse today, 
the question on every lip was, “Will 
Jones win again?” The gallery watched 
him as he played around. the course, 
with his unerring, uncanny skill, scor- 
ing par after par on hole after hole 
without apparent effort. He is still 
driving with tremendous force for dis- 
tance and direction and banging his 
irons to the greens with his old-time 
accuracy. 


If he has a weakness it is when 
he takes his putter in his. hand. 
He has been playing all winter on 
Bermuda grass and the velvety sur- 
faces over which he now rolls the 
ball toward the cup are something 
entirely different. 


More than this, there are contours in 
the green which do not seem to be 
visible to his unusually keen eyesight
